FRENCH OUTRAGES AT TAHITI. 
Tiis intelligent* broiipdit from Taliiti fcj 
the lehoDner Sullana, and •nnttimrre! in 
otii ihipjiing news of jetlerJaj, it buth 
diilressint; anil diiguatltig. Tu Ik or th*t 
in i lie middie of the nineteenth century, n 
eiiHliied and a pron>Med]j i;hri»li"ii nation 
should hger determined, in rJfSitnce of 
liiim*iii(y and jmlice, to tnkc forcible 
nosaesniou of tbe iiiheriUnee of an inde- 
pendent sovereign, and thitt aovereign a 
OirisLian Qnfeu ; ihiit for the aceunipliah- 
rnent of (hia ittiqiiitciui pnijeet, lire hun- 
dred ■oldirr>, with l»<i pieces of ordmnce, 
l,n,l been landed upon her ■hotel, mirelied 
to hei delencflcas lionae, nnd eorotntaded 
to dlrag ilown lier flag, itnd hoist in iti 
pltce llmt of lier plunderers ; tbit at the 
bend of these armed robber* the command* 
ing officer had proclaimed the island and 
its sovereignty to hare been seised, in the 
name, and by the authority of the King- of 
tbe French, to whom the inhabitants would 
(hereafter be compelled Id submit ; (hit 
tbe reins of tiorernment had been irAuillj 
taken into thr bands of n functionary de- 
legated hj l(Oi:i9 Philippe with 'vice- 
regal power ; that the rigbllul Queen had 
been compelled tj fly far reluge on board 
n British msn-ot'-wnr . that she 9»d bten 
insulted with sn offer of money as a con- 
aidcralion for the surrender of her Tigbli ; 
■nd tlmt becstise she hid spurned the 
insolent bribe with the scorn it deserved, 
this hapless Quit en had been forbiddrn to 
set font «g*in upon her own soil without 
permission from the usurper — to he at ill 
this is to listen to * tale so tnonttronslv 
improbable, so utterly ineonsi.teut witli 
"the spirit of the sgt," as to teem per- 
fectly incredible. And yet it is all true ! 
All these things htvc actually taken place 
—taken place only fire months «g<>, and 
in our immediate neighbourhood! But 
how Lout* Philippe and the French 
nation can reconcile these things, He will 
not say with the principles ol the Christian 
religion, whether Papal or Protealant, nor 
even with their own basiled iDteol'lioirly, 
but with the dicutea of common tonMfy, 
we csunot imagine. It is nothing hut 
pirsticsl robbery on the high seas ; sod 
the parties to it deserve to be hanged at 
the yard-arm. 

To nn Englishman, however, the most 
mortifying fact in csnneiion with these 
outrages is. that our own Government have 
dishonourably shrank from their duty, 
and broken the plighted 1 foithof the Itriiish 
Crown. It may be remembered that, just 
before the ''iWiefirr sailed from Pnrt 
Jackson for the Sorieiy laUods, we pub- 
lished the copy of a letter addressed to the 
late I'd at hue, in the year IriM or 7, by 
the then Secretary of Slate for Foreign 
Affairs, (Mr. CiMNjue), by ComnlaBfl of 
Hia Late Majesty King Gsoaca; the 
Fourth, assuring bun at Hit Majesty's 

protection' of the British flag. At that time 
tho original of this letter had beta mis- 
laid, hot waa subsequently found in 
Sydney, when atrpa were taken for pro- 
ducing it in the proper quarter in evj. 
dence of Queen PomabVb claim, at that 
alarming conjuncture, of hsr affairs, to 
the guardian care of Queen Vtctqh.m. 
What effect the production of this im- 
portant document may hare produced, we 
an not aware ; but wa happen to kuow the 
result of an effort of another kind to aetv* 
.the ranee of poor oppressed Pomabie. 

After the great public meeting held laat 
year at Exeter Hall, for the purpose of 
demouatratiug the opinion of the British 
public, reapectiujj the French aggressions < 
at Tahiti, a deputation ot clergy and lay. j 
men suited upon Sir Robkbt Feel, to 
hry the resolutions of the meeting formally 
before He*. Majesty's Government, and 
to Implore their vigorous interference iu the 
mstterwith the Court of Luuia Pbilifts. 
Sir itosKar receired th* deputation nith 
the utmost courtesy ; heard all they had 
to say with the most polite attention ; and 
then addressed tham to the folloaing 
effect : — "Are yon aware, gentlemen, that 
the French Govern itient luwe long breu 
jealous of our extensive poaaeaaiona in the 
southern hemisphere, and are especially so 
of our recent acquisition! in China, and of 
our splendid conquests in India 1 And it, 
whilst British inns ire thus spreading and 
establishing British ascendancy ia various 
part* of the globe, we were to tell France 
that we would not permit her io much as 
to take, pouriaion ot a paltry island in the 
Pacific, do you not think her jealnosy would 
be provoked into anger and resentment f 
And are yon prepared to go to war far a 
stake, ao insignificant sat hit V The ganil ■ 
men endeavoured to impreaa Sir Robert 
with the conviction, that the questiuu 
should be riewed, not *i one of mere 
policy, but as a queation of right, ol 
moral justice, of natiouil good faith, 
and of Christian obligation, liut a-l 
to no purpose, The Minister could see in 
the whole cue nothing but points of tlatt 
ejprd\tt*cy ,- and the deputation ml taugth 
retired with the humiliating certainly that 
neither from British honour nor from 
British generosity had tb* unfortunate 
Pom are anything to nape. This at once 
accounts for that non-interference of oitr 
ships of war in the affairs of Tahiti at 
which we have ao often wondered. Captain 
Nicolas, of H. M.S. Fixdict ict. proceeded 
to the island with ■ full deter™ nation to 
vindicate PoHAnr.'e, rights, if permitted to 
do ao by hia official superiors. To obtain 
that permission, lie nut only applied to 
the Admiral off the coast of Sonth Ame- 
rica i bat despatched bis first Lieutenant 
tu London far tpeciil instructions from 
the Lord* of the Admiralty. But the 
upshot appears to have been, that his seal 
waa by no means applauded, and that lie 
was desired to go about his bntiness, and 
lean Pohauk to Use care of heraelf ! 

We think no right-miaded British sub- 
ject oao regard tbit avowed connivance nt 
oppression and robbery, without strong 
feeling, or indignation and shame. Con- 
sidering that the Society island) hare 
been the residence of many English 
families for am* than half a century; 
that under the instructions and example of 
these families tho natives had long been 
converted to Curielicultr, and half made 
respectable advances iu tha arts of civilised 
life - that the reigning Chief had Solicited 
a dose aUmtvoe with the British nation, 
ud had *vrn asked |>«rni*»*» W twist the 



British flag ia an emblem of such 
alliance; and considering, finally, that 

the KiNti or eInglanu had, under 
Lhe hand of hia Minister far Foreign 
Affairs, solemnly pledged to King I'ouiid: 
tbe friendship and protection of the Bri- 
tish empire, what can we say of the 
conduct uf our Government in this melan- 
choly buaint as ; but that it is unworthy 
both of the British ind of the Christian 
name. 

And, wc would atk, ought the people, 
of New South Wales to ho idle spectators 
of these French outrages upon our hapless 
neighbours ? The colony baa carried on a 
commercii! interenur** with the Tahiiians 
for some forty or fifty years ; and it seems 
only reasonable and proper (bat we should 
not aee them crushed DJ the iron heel of 
foreign despotism, wiihont some demun- 
alrationofour sympathy for their suffer- 
ings, and nur abhorreuce of their oppres- 
sors, Would it not be well, therefore, lor 
those who lake a peculiar interest in pew 
Pomahk's esse, lo call s public meeting 
tor the purpose of con ve ring to the foot of 
the Throne our sense ol the iniquitous 
conduct of the French, and imploring our 
gran otis Que an to interpose her kind 
ofHcc* with Louis l'miurM in behilf of 
her injured sister, who has so touchingty 
appealed to her roysl protection f Whether 
any praatical good should result from such 
a procedure or not, we should at least ■ 
have done our duly, nnd rxonemted our- ' 
selres, as a British colony, from all par- 
ticipation in the guilt and disgrace of the 
tranaactions we condemn. 

Below we give a narrative of the errnta 
ai thry occurred, written by a gentleman 
iv ho was on the island at tbe time, and 
correspondence throwing some light upon 
the virus ol the French.

it time, and to prove 
wat impolitic in the highest degree, he 
considered needed no argument. In the 
present depressed state of tb* colony it 
wettb* height of impolicy. He considered 
we were going down hrll fist enough, and 
thia would here s tendency to make us 
go all the tatter. If it was an additional 
burden, which nobody could dispute, it 
wtt lik* putting mors on a person already 
so oppressed, he did not know which way 
to torn. He would sgain allude to th* 
necessity of their having some description 
of fixity of tenure, to defend thtm in a 
measure from the arbitrary power of lb* 
Commissioners. It was well kaowa to 
many present the power they possatssd, 
and the arbitrary way in which it wat 
often used; many of thtm indeed wan 
young inexperienced men, totally unfit for 
the situations they wen entrusted with. 
He alluded to the cue of Jones and 
Hunter, of fiathunt, when h* waa inter- 
rupted by the Chairman, who conceived 
that ha waa diverging from the subject 
under discussion, and alto recommtodtd 
that no unities should be mentiontd. Mr. 
Be tli considered that be was not deviating 
from the subject, inasmuch ss the reso- 
lution he had just read, had reference 
merely to th* present system, although 
the meeting wis. called tow th* purpose of 
diecussing the merits of the propoaed n- 
gulttions; and at to hi* rtfrrcnec to 
names, hi did not see that any harm could 
arise therefrom, aa lb* eat* had been de- 
cided in a public court of justice, anst seat 
of oaqrs* known to every body. He con- 
cluded by stating, that bis mi nd waa wot 
fully mide up on the subject : h* tarn- 
sidcred it was a debatesbl* matter, bat b* 
was at sty rate satisfied, that sons* forth** 
modification was necessary. 

Mr. Juscph Cora seconded th* reso- 
lution, but at the same tuste iswil id. 
that he considered Lbs system of a fixity 
of tenure liable to objection. 

Br. Bttussr rose to propose the third 
resolution, which he did not for a moment 
conceive any person could object to. Hi 
would not trouble them with many words, 
but would stat* that he raoetdtred it must 
be allowed to be ai together proper, and in 
place. The first resolution, disapproved of 
the propoaed regulations ; the second re- 
monstrated against tb* present system { 
and in the third, which he held is bis 
band, requested that a remedy be adopted. 
He would therefore now propose, " That 
this meeting, cooatdering that all cissies of 
th* community an upheld br, and depend, 
ing upon the pastoral interests of the 
colony, appeal to the inhabitant* of the 
district to come forward and join with 
their fellow-eolotiiits, in petitioning tht 
Queen, the two Houtet of Parliament, His 
Excellency the Gotrmor and the Legislates 
Assembly, with t rruueel to the latter body 
to adopt such measures at they may con- 
sider fit to remove this additional burden 
on the colony . 

Mr, O. H, Pitt seconded the resolu- 
tion, tod submitted an account of th* 
profits and bates attached to a cattle ela- 
tion consisting of ADO bead of cattle, by 
which it would appear that, however 
economical the gniier might go to work, 
he would at the present unprecedented 
low prices, be at * loss of stl 2 par annum, 
From thit he dnw an inference, that th* 
large graxitn must be at a still greater 
loss than th* small ana* | arid expressed 
hia conviction, that if any increase of 
burdens wa* thrown upon their shoulders, 
thaw mutt soon ba ruined. Another ob- 
jection be had to lbs proposed system 
<h« if a gntitt had only ten era 
doaan head over iOO, he would be liable 
to as great a burden aa one who had 
double the number, having, for ever so 
few abort tb* number, to pay for th* 
extn license, lis, ia conclusion, expressed 
hi* wish that every person who fall in- 
terested in th* welfare of th* colony, 
would come forward and show their feel- 
ings or opinion on this most arbitrary ra- 
croachment. 

Mr. EiiwtsD Power i, who 
cot th* proceedings had seen oa tksTa* 
side of th* question, having by titan dk- 
sented from every resolution that was 
pasted, In which useful occupation be bad 
nut been fortunate enough to obtain tb* 
assistance of * single iodiiridnaj present; 
being observed to be rather etcttad, at if 
he had a with to unburden hit mind, wit 
considerately ssked by Mr. Cox, whether 
he wished to make any remarks ? — upon 
which he came forward and stated : It 
wa* a fact well known, that tb* colony 
was overloaded with placemen ; he would, 
tay they ought rather to be called vam- 
pires, as they wan sock me ita vitals. 
The Legislative Council had. In a very 
praiseworthy msnner, cut them down con- 
tidetablv ; but still then were too many 
by hell. Upon ill being objected, that 
hit remarks «*n out of plsot, he oom- 
nstnsed by .Hacking tba graners, stating, 
that ht conitdered the proposed resolutions 
just enough l brlbirto th* grasier* had 
been keeping down the agriculturists ; tad 
whilst that was the eat* then wat no out- 
cry raised ; bat now that the Executive 
wat wisely taking the burden off the 
shoulders of the agriculturists to put it on 
theirs, t bey begun to squeak. 

Hi. 1. T. Bell, previous to jtii|i»«ii( 
th* fourth resolution, would remark, that 
be conceive they must ail be eat! 
/ran Mr. Fitt'i statement, that it 
not possible for tht grssisr to 
a profit from small stations ; indeed ge- 
nerally speaking the case wa* won* 
than ha had represented. He would alto 
mention, respecting the stations of the 
stockholder* who reside in this district j 
generally speaking they wen sajriesdtovieti 
also, and us a greet m e aw i u supported 
their stations from th* produce of their 
farms, in tb* hope that some tint or other 
the price of stock might bo *ueh as to 
enable them to ml in a profit from thtm. 
Ht would now propose the fourth resolu-

Tht road certainly would be out of the 
district of lllawarra, beinp in the county oT 
Cumberland, but surely not the less de- 
serving ol the co-operation of the settlers 
of the lllawarra on that account. The in- 
habitants of CampbeUtown, though not 
actually oppoaed to it, still could scarrelv

Mr. Cuim, the Corporation Pur- 
veyor, corroborated the st elements ot 
Doctor Osborn* ; he considered the chilli 
pats bj far Ihe best road yet discovered, 
as a direct line leading from the capita!

Captain Wkstmspott wished a eotn- 
miitee to be formed ol gentlemen of that 
meeting, to rtanitn* aorfdeeiJe upon the 
road, — tad, in reply to a re mirk thai hid 
fallen Irons one of the gentleman then pre- 
sent, suggesting "t further survey might 
perhtpt be requisite, before entering into 
the proposed subscription lor delrtying the 
expense of Its forms no o"— .observed, that 
he hsd himself been practically etigsged 
for many veers, in laud itirreyirig, 
and that, in the Isle of France, under the 
command ol Sir Marry Cole, ha had is 
listed in surveying nearly the whole of the 
Island of the Mauritius. 

A Committee of seven gentlemen was

AHOKOtT the sons of labour there ire 
none more deserving of their hard earnings 
thtn that cutis of persona denominated 
Henchmen, oq the shores of this kingdom, 
Tbes* men ire bred to the tea from Iheir 
infancy, an smployed in the summer 
months very frequently ss regulsr sailors
